2.1 The present application does not meet the requirements of 
PCT Article 33(1) because the subject matter of claim 1 
is not novel within the meaning of PCT Article 33(2).

workpiece having a blank contour by grinding in a 
plurality of operations, preferably on cams (30) of a 
camshaft (12), comprising a grinding machine (10), which 
has a grinding wheel (18) for grinding the difference 
between the blank contour and an oversize (60) 
corresponding to the finished contour, and a controller 
(25) for activating the grinding machine (10) , a 
measuring device for measuring the actual blank contour 
of the workpiece being provided, this measuring device 
being coupled directly or indirectly to the controller 
(25) by means of at least one data transmission device
